IGNOMINIOUS SURRENDER: OF 
THE GERMAN NAVY 


Edinburgh, Nov. 22.—Germany, as 
Vuaval power ceased to exist yesters 
lay. The heart of her mighty fleet- 
fourteen ships of the line, seven light 
c uisers and fifty destroyers survens 
dered to an armada of British, Ameri- 
canand French vessels the greatest 
‘ighting foree wat ever stood out to 
sea. 

The udiniralty had a detailed pro 
gram of submission laid down by the 
commander of the British fleet aiid 
it wascarried out strictly according 
toplan. The German warships, strung 
out in single column almost twenty 
niles long, appeared at the rendez- 
vous at the appointed time and were 
led into the Firth of Forth between 
twin columns of allied ships which 
overlapped the Germans at each end. 
Last night the enemy craft were ans 
chored in the Firth under guard as 
prisoners. A surrender on such a gi- 
gautic scale has no precedent in nav- 
al history. Although the wonderful 
naval spectacle was the same as a 
peace time review and evoked little 
enthusiasm, the haze blotting out the 
horizon, Officers could scarcely credit 
the evidence of their eyes. It was an 
event which shattered all nava) tradi- 
tions dnd ideals. Men animated by 
the spirit of Lawrence Dawn's “don’t 
give up tbe ship,” and Nelson's 
“England expects every man fo do 
his duty,” could not conceive of such 
an inglorious fate as that to which 
the great enemy sea force was sub- 
mitting. The Associated Press cor- 
respondent standing on the deck of 
au American dreadnaught, heard an 
officer exclaim; “Even those poor old 
Spaniards, knowing they hadn’t a 
chance, came out of Santiago. . . .”’

Wine Worth Millions in Cellars of 
Rheims 


“According to calculated estimates 
of the firms engaged in the trade, 
there are 60,000,000 bottles of cham- 
Pagne in the cellars of Rheims, the 
total valuc of which is anything up 
to $150,000,000. 

“Very little champagne is now be- 
ing sent out of France, the necessi- 
ties of military transport rendcring it 
almost impossible to scnd supplies to 
England or anywhere clse. Some of 
the largest firms occasionally have 
forwarded to them a consignment of 
three or feur hundred cases, by canal 
via Paris and Havre. 

“At the present time it is impos- 
sible for the trade to fulfill anything 
but a small percentage of their ord- 
ers. ‘There are thousands of cases on 
order without prospect of delivery in 
the near future. 

“Many of the champagne firms in 
Rheims have already removed — part 
of their stock nearer Paris.  Trans- 
port difficulties prevent anything like 
a gencral removal of the 60,000,000 
bottle of sparkling wine which lie 
underneath the old cathedral town.”

Armies of Petain Show No Signs of 
War Weariness 


The French army never grows old. 
It shows at cach offensive new vigor 
and proves its eternal vitality.- One 
of the many divisions proving this is 
the immortal Moroccan division 
whose general wears upon his breast 
the war cross and ribbon with eleven 
palms, representing cleven army ord- 
er citations. One of its recently or- 
ganized regiments composed of na- 


_| tive African troops has just won its 
second citation, its zouave regiment) women who have 


a seventh citation and the gallant for- 
eign legion a ninth citation. Its ar- 
tillery and engineering units have 
also been cited several times. 
Yet such a profusion. of 
does not tire this 
sion. After having engaged in ninc- 
teen days of terrific battling, begin- 
ning August 20, when it attacked with | 
Gencral Mangin’s army towards Mou-| 
lin-sous-Touvent where it progressed 
more than fourteen kilometres (8.2 
milcs) in 48 hours, capturing more 
than 1,500 prisoners and 92 cannon 
and then assaulting the Germans in 
the direction of Crecy-au-Mont, 
where it advanced cight kilometres 
(4.8 miles) after crossing the Ailctte 
and surmougting fearful difficulties 
against ferocious resistance the Mo- 
roccan division was attached to a 
fourth army, where it was charged 
with taking the formidable Butte du 
Mesnil, crisscrossed with trenchcs 
and burrowed with shelters that cv- 
ery metre of the terrain bears a name. 
The division plan was such that the 
Germans were overwhelmed before 
they had a chance to recover from 
the first shock of the assault. 
Dermoise valley lying behind the 
Mesnil butte was flooded over to aj 
width of 200 metres (more than 600 
feet), Few foot bridges remained aft- 
er the artillery fire started, and these 
were submerged. Orders came to turn 
the submerged zones. A thin line of 
troops was left behind for a frontal 
assault against the powerfully or- 
ganized line of machine gun shelters. 
Attacking in a thick fog, the men 
from the Moroccan division quickly 
surrounded and subdued the Germany 
garrison. |

Some Successful 
Irvignted Crope 


Remarkable Growth as a Result of 
Irrigation in Southern 
Alberta 


The crops that can be grown suc- 
cessfully with irrigation ‘in Southera 

Iberta are many and’ vario' 
the development of these lan to 
their full capacity will materially in- 
crease the prosperity of the province. 
Experience is showing that in addi- 
tion to wheat and other grains, which 
now form the bulk of the crop grown 
with irrigation, many, other crops 
that are equally, if not more remun- 
erative to the growér can be raised 
successfully, Alfalfa is the chief of 
these. This is one of the most im- 
portant crops of the province, 
many farmers have sold their 
this year at prices which amount to 
twice as much as they gave for their 
land, and also twice as much as what 
similar land can be bought at the 
present time. Other fodder crops, 
such as clovers, vetches, tame gras- 
ses, give remarkable yields on these 
fands, 

One of the most successful crops 
grown at Brooks, Alberta, this year 
was peas. At the government exper- 
imental farm there the yield was a: 
proximately forty bushels to the 
acre, and as i's / will wrtag about 
six or seven dollars a bushel, it is 
easily seen that anybody who _ had 
a few acres of them would be satis- 
factorily remuncrated. At  Leth- 
bridge, tomatocs grown on two acres 
of irrigated land in July and August 
were sold for $5,000, and the plants 
were still yiclding well in September, 
Crops of potatoes yielding 400 to 700 
bushels to the acre have been taken 
off irrigated land in Southern Alberta, 
Sugar beets, too, are a successful 
crop, but the labor is not~available 
to handle them at the present time. 
All kinds of garden produce, includ- 
ing cantaloupes, water mclons, pump- 
kins, cucumbers, peppers, cauliflow- 
ers, cabbage and other kinds of veg- 
etables too numerous to mention; to- 


gether with strawberries, raspberries, | _ 


gooseberries, ctc., are also grown 
and with equal success. The close 
proximity of much of this irrigated 
land to the railway will lead to its 
being more intensively farmed than

An Ancient Weapon 


Cannon Dating From the Year 1547 
Captured by the British at 
Bagdad 


Rajim-I-Jan-Rumiyya is inscribed 
on the old Persian gun which, at the 
request of King George V., now 
stands on the Horse Guards Parade 
for inspection by the public. It was 
captured by the British on their en- 
try into Bagdad, and was-sent by Sir 
Stanley Maude and the British expe- 
ditionary force under his command as 
a gift to the king. The gun dates 
from the year 1547, and was built by 
the Shah of Persia, Ismail IL, to 
wage war with against the Turks, 
who were giving Support to his re- 
bellious brother, Part of the gun's 
inscription states that “The Com- 
mander of Victory and Help, the 
Shah, desiring to blot out all trace 
of the Turks, ordered Dgiev to make 
this Gun.” The inscription goes on 
to describe the capacity of the gun 
for “spitting out fire like a dragon.” 
Rajim-l-Jan-Rumiyya is a chrono- 
gram for the year of the Hegira 954, 
which is A.D, 1547, the date te gun 
was made for war against the Turk,

Prairie Provinces’ 
Butter Production 


More Than Two and a Quarter Mil- 
lion Pounds Produced in 
Three Provinces 


By a recent order of the Dominion 
government requisitioning all the 
creamery butter produced in Canada 
during the period from September 30 
to November. 9 to supply the needs 
of the allied nations in Europe, atten- 
tion is drawn to the importance of 
the output of the Prairie Provinces. 
It is estimated that 650,000 pounds of 
creamery butter will be produced in 
Manitoba during this period, while 
in Northern Alberta alone half a mil- 
lion pounds will be manufactured. If 
another half million pounds is added 
for Southern Alberta and three- 
quarters of a million pounds for Sas- 
katchewan—and these figures might 
casily be short of the mark—more 
than two and a quarter million 
pounds of creamery butter will be 
produced in the three provinces in 
the six weeks’ period, The dairy in- 
dustry in Western Canada is growin 
in importance month after month 
and year after year.
